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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner disagrees with the applicant that the 
examiner erred in making Office Action mailed August 9, 2005 final. The new ground of rejection under section 35 U.S.C.101 and 112 
which the applicant refered to was necessitated by the substance of telephone interview between applicant's representative (Mark D. 
Trenner) with the examiner and the examiner's Primary Shahid Alam. During the interview on April 11, 2005 Shahid informed Mr. 
Trenner that there are possible 35 U.S.C 101 and 35 U.S.C. 1 12 issues on the independent claims and that the applicant should correct 
these deficiences on the next reply as shown on the Interview Summary.
